Doctors who cared for his multiple ailments, old students, children awarded 
with bits of candy--no one was too important or too insignificant to be 
drawn into his magnetic field. 


Bro. Germain took things as they came. He had memories of war service in 
Africa, moments of grandeur when decorated by the governments of France 
and Japan, the joy of his Diamond Jubilee as a Marianist. He took it all in 
stride. He could be most disorderly in his physical surroundings, shabby in 
his cast-off or bargain sale clothes. But he could also put order in his stamps 
and gain profit for the school and the Society he loved. He could study the 
marvel of bees and take their honey for his Brothers (especially Bro. Imhoff) 
and his friends. He took sickness as it came, and when relieved by the miracle 
of prayer he could believe and accept God's healing as well. He could 
appreciate the beauty of nature, plant his rows of primroses and pansies each 
spring and enjoy the glory of the marigolds until the first snows blinded their 
burning faces. 


Yes, Bro. Germain, you kept smiling when your twisted, aching back made 
movement impossible, when asthma chocked your breathing, when cancer 
challenged the greatness of your heart. Our love grew deeper as we visited 
your sickbed. How you smiled when we sang the Marseillaise and disturbed 
the whole hospital ward! Then your smile retreated inwardly as your life 
softened away. 


Yes, we remember you, Bro. Germain, for you accepted people as they are 
and transformed them because of your acceptance. You took things as they 
came and watched them grow, burst, and sparkle. You kept on smiling, 
even in pain. Of course there were gruff admonitions to students who lingered 
in the building or failed to close doors. But your smile was the sun of many 
a day and the solace of not a few nights. The primroses bloom again in the 
garden this spring—in your honor.
